BELFAST COMMISSION, 


DECREASE OF CRIME. 


Addressing the Grand Jury at the opening 
of the Beifast City Commission yesterday, the 
Lord Chief Justice said that there were 98 
cases to go before them, representing 74 pri- 
soners; but when he told them that those 
balls represented the very ordinary crime of a 
great city, and that there was not a single 
case which called for special mention by him, 
he thought they would agree that they had 
every reason to he thankfal for the happy 
state of affairs which now existed. 

There was one caso of riot and there were 
six of robbery and assault combined. . The 
returns of specially -reported cases by the 
Constabulary showed a decrease of 21 as com- 
pared with the corresponding year, which had 
also shown a very. large decrease on the 
period for 1922.. The. rumber of reported 
cases for housebreaking was 39, which was a 
very remarkable decrease—more than half—in 
a citv where a great many people lived away 
from their shons. 

Virtually all classes of crime, with the ex- 
ception of larceny and obtaining money 
goods by false pretences, showed a decrease, '

CUSTOMS OFFICERS AT

The Speaker took the chair at 3.11 o'clock, 

Replying to Maj Bryan Cooper, i

ARMY ESTIMATES. 


THE “ KENMARE CASE.” 


The debate on. the Army Estimates was re- 
sumed by Mr. Johnson, who moved that the 
vote be reduced by £1,000 in order that he 
might raise a question about administration in 
respect to what had become known as ‘the, 
Kenmare Case.uss-. nae” wd 

Mr. Johnson quoted from the newspaper 
Eire a statement which, he said was the first 
time that any <allegations had been made 
public in regard to the matter. It was 
stated that two ladies, daughters of a local 
medical practition€r, had been dragged out of 
their Sls by four Free State officers,

The next morning, an investigation having 
taken place, a lieutenant found in the grounds 
a shí. ag which was declared to be the pro- 
perty of Major-General O'Daly. A deputa- 
tion from the town, including the Free State 
Solicitor, went to Dublin the following day, 
and the Minister for Home Affairs was inter- 
viewed. General Mulcahy was sent for and 
informed of the allegations, and directed to 
place under arrest some 6f the officers who 
were in Dublin on leave. He undertook to 


do so. 
COURT OF INQUIRY. 


The matter came before the Executive 
Council, who ordered that an inqury should 
take place, but when the courtmartial met 
there was no one to give evidence as all the 
witnesses had been rushed ‘away to different 
parts of the country, and the whole thing 
collapsed. 

It had been stated in the “Dail, said Mr. 
Johnson, in defence of that inaction, that the 
legal advisers had decided that there was not 
sufficient evidence to bring the matter into 
court. The allegation that witnesses who 
were to have given evidence had been .dis- 
persed and made unavailable was, to his 
mind, one that would have fo be answered. 
The House would want to know what had 
been done for the ladies who had been mal- 
treated, and whether it had been left to 
their own discretion to bring a charge in the’ 
courts against some pérson or persons un- 
known. 

Was it admitted by the Executive Council 
that soldiers had maltreated the ladies, that 
no regret or apology had been expressed, and 
that on other action had been taken to dis- 
own responsibility on behalf of the Executive 
Council was satisfied that there was no case? 
there had been no evidence against the per- 
sons who had been I with being im- 
plicated in the offence? He wanted to know 
whether officers concerned had been allowed 
to remain in the army long after the incident, 
and, if so, was it because the Executive 
Council was satisfied that there were no case?

He asked for a complete statement from 
the Minister responsible, and from the 
Minister for Defence on the refusal of the 
Executive Council to publish the report of 
the Chairman of the Army Inquiry Committee 
and the evidence.

PRESIDENT'S REPLY. 


President Cosgrave said that the Executive 
had had the case—or rather some allegations 
concerning this case—under’ consideration, 
and the relative files and documents had been 
sent to the Attorney-General for his advice. 
The Executive Council had acted on that 
advice, and there the responsibility of the 
Executive Council began and ended.. If the 
Executive Council had not taken the advice 
of the law adviser it would have had to 
rid of him. In that case they had taken th 
advice, and it was not intended to publish 
the advice that was given to them.’

To that extent he was particularly jealous of 
keeping in the strictest possible confidence 
matters that came before the Executive 
Council as such, and to that extent his 
answers should necessarily be reticent. 

General Mulcahy said that in the evidence 
he had given to the Army inquiry he had 
made it quite clear that he was prepared to 
have that evidence removed from the report, 
if there was anything that could be regarded 
as a breach of confidence with the Executive 
Council. If there was any tinge of a breach 
he submitted that it was drawn from him by 
the insinuations and allegations made in a 
most unwarrantable way by very lying and 
insidious tongues against the honour of men 
who, as Army officers, had rendered valuable 
and distinguished service to the State. 


NOT SATISFACTORY. 


Mr. P. F. Baxter (Farmers’ Party) said that 
the President’s reply was not satisfactory. 
He gathered that the Executive Council had 
deci not to take action in that case. He 
did not know whether the evidence that went 
before the Attorney-General was put before 
the Executive Council also, or whether only 
bis opinion was pat before them. Apparently 
the Army Inquiry Committee had sufficient 
evidence to arrive at. the point of view that 
General Mulcahy had been guilty of a grave 
error of. judgment in deciding to hush up the 


case. .. 

President Cosgrave repeated that the 
Executive Council held back nothing. Every 
tittle of evidence available to them was sub- 
mitted to the Attorney-General. 

Mr. Osmond Grattan Esmonde said that at 
the inquiry Deputy Mulcahy was accused of a 
gtave error of judgment hecause of a decision 
that was taken by the Executive Council on 
the advice of the At ey-General. 

Mr. MacGilligan (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce) said that the case went through 
several stages, and was finally dropped on the 
advice of the Attorney-General. 

Mr. Esmonde—Then why accuse Ceneral 
Mulcahy’? 

General Mulcahy—Why say ‘‘ dropped ’’T 
Mr. Davin (Labour) said that he had been 
speaking to men whe-served in the Army in 
Aerry, and had certain kno of what 
té have taker plate. It was to 
be regretted that certain things did take 
place, and that Army ofticers had taken re- 
sponsibility for acts which that House and the 
Government could not stand over.

The doctors of thirty years 
ago were ignorant of whole regions of 
knowledge and achievement that are an 
open book to their successors, but those of 
them who loved their art acquired a sort 
of knowledge that is not to be learned 
from lecture or experiment. They knew 
not only the value, but the limitations, of 
the scientific methods of their time. The 
newest methods, too, have their . limita- 
tions, but the zeal of specialism is less 
apt to recognise them». We think that 
educated people who are in any sense 
observers of life will fee] that Dr, Hall's 
warning is sound. 

Here, as in England, it is much to be 
desired that our young doctors shall develop 
their personal observation and experience, 
and shall not be content, as Dr. Hall 
says, “to invoke specialism to solve those 
problems which they ought to decide for 
themselves.”

Her future depends in no small 
measure on the attitude of the Fascists. 
who must not forget that autocrac¥ and 
violence are sure barriers to national pro- 
gress, and that circumstances cannot 
justify a perpetuation of unconstitutional 
methods. The Italian temperament is 
better suited to the methods of Fascism 
than is that of the less impressionable 
Northern nations. Political societies have’ 
found favour in Italy since the period 
when the Carbonari laid the foundations 
of the State as it is to-day. The strength 
of Fascism is shown by the fact that nine 
hundred thousand names stand on its rolls 
and that ten thousand new members were 
enlisted last week.

ARLIAMENT 
FINANCE BILL READ A THIRD 
TIME.

: WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

In the House of; Cofhmons this afternoon 
the Postmaster-General announce@? that the 
Government had decided to adopt the main 
recommendations of the Donald Committee for 
the establishment of an Im wireless sér- 
vice. In the meantime Marconi Com- 
pany had put forward a proposal for the use 
of the short-wave directive stations, the so- 
called “ beam " stations for communication 
helween this country and the Dominions and 
India, and they had made definite arrange- 
ments for the erection of a beam station in 
Canada for communication with this country. 

The Gevernment was prepared to co-operate 
in the trial of this new system. The main 
recommendations of the Committee were that 
the State, through the Post Office, should own 
all wireless stations in Great Britain for com- 
manication with the overseas Dominions, 
Colonies, Protectorates ‘and territories, and 
that the Post Office should onerate, directiv 
under an improved business organisation, all 
Empire stations in Great Britain. 

> - > 

The third reading of Mr. Philip Snowden’s 
first Finance Bill was not a particularly in- 
spiring business. The Chancellor himself was, 
for the earlier part of the proceedings, at any 
rate, absent from his place on the front Go- 
vernment bench, the conduct of the debate 
being left to Mr. William Graham, the Finan- 
cial Secretary, who, disdaining to take a note 
of the various points raised, stored up in a 
very retentive mind the matters calling for a 
reply later on. 

Mr. James Hope, who opened the discussion 
on behalf of the official Opposition, did not 
grudge the Chancellor any satisfaction he 
might derive from the anticipation of a sub- 
stantial surplus on his "udget figures. He 
did wish, however, the @ ancellor would tell 
them what were really his intentions in regard 
to finance. Was he counting on a large sur- 
plus which would enable him to present a 
— Budget next year. or was he deli- 

rately working for a deficit in order to 
introduce a new drastic plan of taxation ? His 
own opinion of the Budget was summed up in 
a few sentences. It was dead against em- 
ployment; it imperilled the Dominions market 
by abolishing the import duties. The Chan- 
cellor had sacrificed revenue and was getting 
nothing in return. 

* > a * * 
Mr. George Lambert indulged in a tirade 
against Protection in any shape or form. With 
regard to the foreshadowed plan for taxing 
land values, Mr. Lambert warned the Chan- 
cellor to keep his hand off agricultural land. 
It was quite in the order of things that Sir 
Robert Horne, as an ex-Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, should have a few final words to say 
on Labour's first Budget. Whilst the Budget 
in itself could only be. described as normal, 
the times were abnormal and people were 
being deceived by the outward appearance of 
spending and the display of wealth.’ The fact 
of the matter was that people were spending 
freely because they did not think it, worth 
while to save. Indeed, why should they, when 
the State took so much of their money when 
they were alive, and still more when they 
were dead. 
Mr. Graham dmalt in detail with the various 
points raised, inciwding the question of the 
donble income tax and the Free State (re- 
ported in full on Page 7), and at eight o clock 
the bill was given a third. reading, and the 
House proceeded to the consideration of 
several private bills.

The End of the Session. 


A further consultation followed, and 
then Lord Dunedin, suddenly rising to his 
feet, signified that the proceedings were at 
an end.

terday was concerned mainly with the 
financial policy of the Labour Govern- 
ment and the incidence of its very high 
taxation. He pointed out that Britain’s 
position in the world to-day was due 
chiefly to her acknowledged pre-eminence 
in finance, and warned the Government 
that its present policy was likely 
to depreciate the nation’s financial and 
economic stability. Heavy taxation, he 
argued, was the cause of most of Britain’s 
ills, There was an outward show of wealth 
in the country, for the simple reason that 
people were spending money lavishly. High 
taxation discouraged thrift, and most 
people were living up to their incomes 
because they realised that saving in the 
circumstances was not worth while. Sir 
Robert Horne proceeded to show how 
Britain 's oppressively high taxes and rates 
were creating unemployment throughout 
the country and preventing capital from 
the exercise of its normal functions. Trade 
and commerée, he said, were declining 
steadily. Britain’s imports for the first 
five months of the present year showed 2 
monthly increase of 20,000,000 tons over 
pre-war figures, while for the same period 
the monthly decrease in exports was no 
less than 75,000,000 tons. Every industry 
is bound to suffer. The iron and steel 
trade, according to Sir Robert Horne, is 
in a very bad way. Belgium and Germany 
are in a position to under-sell it by as 
much as 30s. and 40s. per ton, and in the 
shipbuilding industry Continental firms 
are quoting prices which are less than the 
minimum British prices by 20 per cent. 
This condition of affairs exists at a time 
when Germany has not yet begun to 
develop her export trade to anything like 
its former volume. - 

If Sir Robert Horne’s remarks are true 
of Britain, a f rtioré they are true of this 
country, and it behoves all our politicians 
to recognise the fact. Taxation all round 
is higher in the Free State than it is in 
any other country in the world; and 
to talk of the promotion of native in- 
dustries in the circumstances is absurd. 
If the old-established industries of Britain 
cannot compete with their Continental 
rivals while income tax is four and six- 
pence in the pound, how on earth can new 
Irishyindustries be expected to survive the 
handicap of a tax of five shillings? In 
the last analysis our difficulties in the 
Free State, like those of the British 
people, are mainly financial and economic. 
Of course, they produce immediate poli- 
tical reactions, but political uneasiness 
soon would disappear if economic stability 
could be attained, At the present time the 
whole basis of our national existence 
is utterly uneconomic, and, therefore, 
insecure. The nation is living beyond 
its income and the individual is being 
forced’ to do likewise. Taxation sets 
the general standard. It regulates wages 
and thence costs. It determines the 
measure of comfort of the individual, 
which, in turn, governs his whole political 
outlook. The rate of taxation in the Free 
State is preposterous. It is true that

To most medical 
students nowadays the Arts course is a 
necessary nuisance, to be fulfilled with the 
minimum of toil, and the universities have 
conspired to encourage this view. What- 
ever the ceuse may be—the decline ci 
humane letters, the impatience of modern 
youth, or the stress of the struggle for 
bread—the result is to be regretted.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr.—My letter in the irish Times of the 
18th inst.’ has had one very gratifying resuit. 
I received yesterday a visit from a -courteous 
Post Office official, who came to ascertaim the 
facts. He began with an expression.of regret 
that I had not first approached the Post 
Office with my ‘complaint. Ordinarily; of 
course, this would be the proper thing to do; 
but I pointed out to him that the facté on 
which my letter was based were of such a 
nature that the Post Office might rezard an 
individual complaint of this kind as rather 
trivial. If it were a case of, say, frequent 
loss of valuable postal packages, it would be a 
case where one would notify the Post Office 
in the usual way, and one would expect the 
Post Office to act promptly and strongly. My 
visitor adduced such an instance; but my 
complaint had nothing to do with that class 
of loss. 

From all sides I have been hearing that my 
experience is nothing uncommon—namely, that 
correspondence posted in Dublin very often 
fails to reach its destination. As I said in 
my former letter, “the thing is so common 
that it is a scandal."’ I feel that it is not so 
much a matter for a single complaint to the 
Post Office as for an appeal for the expression 
of public opinion. It is distinctly unsettling 
to feel that one cannot write a letter without 
the fear that it may never reagh its destina- 
tion. 

The Post Office of the past has created a 
great tradition. Well-wishers of the Irish 
Free State do not want to see the high level 
go down.—Yours, etc., .

TREBLE FOR MR. PARKINSON. 
The hopes entertained that Voltoi would 
supplement her success in the Irish One 
Thousand Guineas by a victory in the Oaks 
ag were not destined to be realised, 
ut she made a gallant bid for the spoils, 
and it was only after a thrilling struggle that 
she sucumbed by the narrowest possible 
margin to Amethytine, to whom she was con- 
ceding 4lb. Childs rode a masterly race on 
Lady Nunburnholme’s filly, timing his effort 
to a nicety, and his powerful finish was the 
deciding factor in a desperately near thing. 
The earlier running was carried on by the 
outsider, Pure Gaiety, who brought her 
field along at a good pace, and half-way 
through held a commanding lead, which she 
maintained for a little more than a mile, when 
her bolt was shot. Then Benedicta momen- 
tarily flattered, as did Arganthe, who, how- 
ever, compounded rapidly when tackled by 
Amethystine half-way up the straight. Mean- 
time, Voltoi, who was some distance behind 
as they came down the hill, made up ground 
very fast, and excitement ran high as she 
got on terms with the leader in the last fifty 
yards, and the pair ran home locked together, 
Tt was, indeed, a rousing set-to, and so close 
were they Mo“ as they flashed past the 
a te box that many people on the stands 
could not say with any certainty which had 
won until the numbers were hoisted in the 
frame. Amethystine, who is by Hainault, 
out of a mare by Lesterlin from Cairngorm by 
Baliol, and was bred in Co. Limerick by 
Mr. P. A. Kirby; is trained by Captain 
Cecil Boyd Rochfort at Newmarket. 
The Maryborough Plate was, on paper, 
such an obviously good thong for the 
Drogheda Memorial Stakes winner, Soldennis, 
that the bookmakers declined to trade at any 
price, and the race was nothing more than 
an exercise canter for the son of Tredennis, 
who has shown so strong a partiality for the 
Curragh, where he has run up such a fine 
record.
